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t^"The elections in Corfd" and Vuxos indi- 
cate that all the Ionian islands are favorable 
to the proposed annexation to Greece. The 
Tribune ears no doubt is entertained that 
Cephalonia Zante, Santa Maura, Ithaci, and 
Cetigo have also pronounced iu favor of the 
union. On the 1st of October the Ionian Par- 
liament was opened at Corfu, and as it was to 
consuntnate the union with Greece, the great- 
est enthusiasm prevailed among its mombers. 
England having declared her readiness to 
abandon her protectorate over the islands, and 
the other Powers having made no objactionto 
this arrangement, the vote of the Ionian Par- 
liament removes the only obstacle which 
could binder the reunion. For many centu- 
ries these islanders hive been politically 
Separated from their kinsmen in Greece 
Proper. In the twelfth century they were oc- 
cupied by the Kings of Sicily, and in the 
fourteenth they fell under the jurisdiction of 
the Venetians, and so remained till the f ill of 
Venice threw them into the hands of the 
French by the Treaty of Campo Formio. 
Russia and Turkey conjointly expelled the 
French, and in 1600 erected them into a Sep- 
tinsular Republic, which, under the protection 
gLtjMrEey, failed as an experiment of self-, 
government. By a secret article in the Treaty 
of Tilsit, 1807, thty were given to the French, 
but being taken by the British, they were se- 
cured to that Power by the Treaty of Paris, 
Nov. 9, 1815. Since the establishment of the 
Kingdom of Greece, the isUnders have always 
expressed a desire k) be annexed to the King- 
dom, and several times the Legislative Assem- 
bly of Corfu has unanimously passed resolu- 
tions to that effect. But the British Govern- 
ment altogether ignored these steps until 1862, 
when, during the negotiations about the selec- 
tion cf a new King for Greece, she declared 
her readiness to^comply with the wishes of the 
lotion t. Thus another change has been ef- 
fected in the arbitrary and iniquitous disposi- 
tion which the European Powersin 1815made 
of the map of Europe, and another concession 
made to the fundamental principles of Euro- 
pean democracy, which demands a recon- 
ctruction of the map of Europe on tho basis of 
the distinct European nationalities. 

A Good Example. — The American people 
have evinced the highest und deepest determi- 
nation to uphold the finances cf the govern- 
ment during tho, war. A cor temporary states 
among the individual instances, that a vener- 
able lady of Elir.abeth, New Jersey, now in 
her ninety-eight year, who has hitherto in- 
vested her property in bonds and mortgages 
on real estate as affording the be3t possible 
security, having recently a considerable sum 
of money paid into her bands, declared that 
she preferred to lend this time to the govern- 
ment; it presented, she believed, the very best 
security; if it failed everything else would go 
down with It, and she accordingly direc!cd 
that the amount in handshould be invested at 
once in government bonus. This patriotic 
natron remembers distinctly the events of 
the Revolution. She spent an entire winter 
in the same house with General Washington 
at Xlorristov, n. Her first visit to New York 
was made in a British barge, which brought 
a company of the Elizabeth belles of that day 
on an excursion up the bay. Having seen 
the foundations of the Republic laid in bcr 
youth, she now contributes her mite in hile 
old r.gc to Its support against treason and re- 
bellion.

, [Correspondence of the Philadelphia Press.] 

Bull Rc.h, Oct. 13, 1863. 
Last Tuesday I paused at Germantown long 
enough to inform you of the direction in 
which the Army of the Potomac was moving. 
All who read my letter will remember that I 
did not write that we were advancing on 
Richmond, but that the race was for the dif- 
ferent mountain gaps. It is unnecessary for 
me to state who got into those passes first I 
will just mention, as a quietus to all nervous- 
ness nnd fears, that we have the position at 
Bull Rnn, and Gen. Lee knows it. 

May I presume to go back tn last Tuesday, 
the dny the whole army went back over the 
Rappahannock to drive a handful of cavalry- 
men hack to Culpepper? I was seeking in 
vain for a short repose outside of our lines at 
Germentown. I say in vain, for the army I 
expected to surround me that night recrojsel 
the Rnppahanncck — the 1st corp? at Kelly's 
ford, the. 2d, 3d, 5tb, nnd 6th extending along 
the river's bonk almost to Sulphur Springs. 
That very afternoon I started for the river, 
w hich 1 reached just after the 2d corp3 
bad crossed. The country for miles around 
was clear of all timber, a sort of un- 
dulating prairie, seldom seen in Virginia. It 
wes here the different corps formed in line of 
battle. The day was one of exquisite loveli ; 
ncss, the scene such as could never be forgot- 
ten. Thirty thousand men appeared to be 
drilling, going through the different military 
evolutions as if each individual man had the 
eye of his particular lady friend or that of his 
commanding general upon him. After farm- 
ing in this style, they followed the cavalry 
very closely, who were not like the rebels — 
they never called on the infantry for support. 
We drove them back to Brandy Station, and 
Buford, not satisfied with that, pushed them 
into Culpepper. My horse was trotting along 
among the different campfires long after dark, 
when a very hearty, though irreverently-ex- 
pressed, invitation smote my ear — nothing 
less than to halt and stop all night with the 
72d Pennsylvania. I assented without a mur- 
mur, little expecting the denouement. The 
rtbels were in our front and right at this time. 
All expected a sharp encounter next day, yet 
none were sad. 

A few miles further, and we met Colonel 
Gregg's command of cavalry. While we 
were marching, they had been listening to the 
mufllcd tramp of many thousand armed men. 
Tuesday afternoon the enemy's cavalry, un- 
der command of Wm. F. H. Lee, came up 
with them, near the little village of Jefferson. 
The 13th mid 4th Pennsylvania Cavalry were 
out on picket. All the men were rallied; the 
4ihtookupa strong position, and the 13th 
held a chnrcb-yard, in which was a neat-look- 
ing brick church; aronnd the cemetery was 
a nigh stone wall. The rebels rushed up the 
bill to take possession of this substautial- 
Iookicg defence, when the men belonging to 
the 13tb, seeing their object, started for the 
same goal almost at the same instant. Oar 
men got possession a few minutes in advance, 
and I think the rebels who were so unfortu- 
nate as to charge up that bill will never forget 
the volley they received from our 150 car- 
bines; a dozen or more were stretched out at 
the first discharge. 

I wrapped myself in my blanket and 
straightway addressed myself to sleep, but 
sleep was shy and rejected my advances. 
About 11 o'clock that night I was roughly 
shaken and informed that my horse was ready. 
I rubbed my partially unclosed eyelids, ami 
saw that the camp-fires bad grown dull, the 
men appeared like so many blue devils dan- 
cing around the red fires on the black heath. 
Onr orders were to march to the north side of 
the Rappahannock, and reach Fayetteville, 
Lear Sulphur Springs, by daylight next morn- 
ing. The weary, dreary ride I was compelled 
to take that night will never be forgotten. A 
heavy vapor settled down on men end mule?, 
such a fog ai only a Londoner would feel at 
home in. The stars looked red and bloodshot, 
likes the eyes of a debauche. I nodded on 
my horse, but the cold piuched my tos3 un- 
mercifully and awoke me to sensibility and 
fat'gue. 

Wo passed Bealton Station amid a glare of 
burning camps — amid a salvo of burning 
cartridges— amid the heavy breathings of the 
sleeping, and the blatant voices of the wak- 
ing. The moving mess of men paused not — 
onward through the firelight they wont, and 
and far into the black darkness that settled 
down upon the forest, hiding with iti envious 
mantle the variegated tijts on the autumnal 
leaves. Anon the gray streaks of dawn ap- 
peared in the east, broad streamers stretched 
far c'own in the horizon, as ifhernlding to the 
west the coming cf the day-god. Fayette- 
ville was reached at daylight. We pau3od 
long enough to manufacture a thick black 
colored liquid called coff-e, then we resumed 
our toilsome march. 

Colonel Gregg's object in retaining posses- 
sion of Jefferson so lonp was to afford oppor- 
tunity for the 1st Maine to return, without 
being cut off or captured. They had been 
aenton a reconnpissance the day before. But 
the enemy brought up Lis imantry and our 
men were driven over the river, and many 
were captured. Next day the 1st Maine re- 
turned safely. Cavalry, when dismounted 
and fjghting'as skirmishers, are useless when 
infantry oppose them. The long-ranged En- 
field rifle shoots the poor cavalry down at 
three hundred paces; their carbines are useless 
against the rifle. Nothing daunted bv his 
being driven over the Rappahannock, Gregg 
recrossed the river and arrayed his squadrons 
once more; but ere they could hear the stir- 
ring notes of the bugle commanding a charge, 
twenty pieces opened on then) with a sepul- 
chral boom — boom— loom. It wqcld be folly 
to keep his men there, so ail returned to their 
old position. 

Gregg lost 500 men in thiasaffair — more 
from captures than anything else. 

This was the state of affairs at Sulphur 
Springs when the 2d corps reached Fayette- 
ville. Our cavalry, emboldened by the pres- 
ence of so much cavalry pushed boldly out in 
search of the enemy, but they were less ram- 
pant to-day than yesterday. We had barely 
time to swallow our coffee when the 1st divis- 
ion started off once more. Every one out me 
seemed happy. 1 was too sleepy and falig ied 
to enjoy anything but sleep and re3t. Both 
these blessings were denied me for thenextt .ro 
days. It was well I did not know this at the 
time. Upon reaching Aubujn. we hear! a 
discharge of musketry. 

Tbo third corps, in passing through this in- 
significant place, were attUvckcd. Oen. Bir- 
ney, at the head cf his division, charged the 
impudent rebels and r. r r.t. them clear out of 
sight, leaving ten of tbeir dead behind them. 
A few hours later, when the Philadelphia 
brigade came near the s.tme place, the restless 
rebels were near again, and opened a battery 
npon this brigide. The brave fellows knew 
all about such things. Tney had been the 
rearguard for Pope when he came tearing 
along the same route a yen? ago, and they 
were not te be intimidated by n single battery. 
There was a clatter of steel tor a minute, then 
the bayonets were all fixed, and each man 
holding bis own on a level with his eye, 
charged upon the rebels with great fury. 

We. reached Warrenton Junction without 
further molestation. Your correspondent had 
thus far lingered in the rear, and vibrated con- 
tinually between the right and left wings; but 
both flanks seemed to join with the centre 
when they reached Warrenton Junction. I 
very impmdcntly wailed until almost every 
one had passed. A detachment of the 11th 
Pennsylvania, seeing me in citizen's dress, ar- 
rested me and brought me to Major Beveridge, 
w ho laughed at the mistake. I did not ; Leing 
constitutionally and conscientiously opposed 
to being captured or arrested. 

Tbe great trouble and cause of delay was 
our long, interminable wagon trains. As 
soon as day broke upon us the rebels endeav- 
ored to do tbe same. Buford and Gregg op- 
posed all their movements to interfere with 
the trains. From Catlett's to Bri3to\v Sta- 
tion they fought us all the^ray. At first they 
would come surging against our rear, then 
tbey would throw themselves with a mighty 
shock upon our right. They could neither 
move the first nor penetrate the latter. When 
we reached lkistcw Station they opened on 
us in a ferocious way. Then we knew it was 
their intention, at all hazards, to capture the 
train or break our flank. About noon Gen. 
Webb's division of the 2d Corps passed Broad 
Bun ; the 3d Corps was; in tbe advance. The 
rebels rushed a battel y down an indistinct 
looking road, and sent a few iron compli- 
ments to the rear of the 5th Corps, which 
killed four of the Pennsylvania Reserves. 

About this time tbe 2d corps emerged into 
view, end Gen. Warren formed them in battle 
array as rapidly as possrble. The right of 
<!en. Webb's division rested on Broad Run, 
the left being stretched out iu a manner to 
protect our trains that were now being madly 
dragged along. Oen. Caldwell faced his divi- 
sion near the railroad, while Hays held the 
centre. As soon as the enemy charged our 
right with tbeir cavalry, their batteries opened 
on the first division an enfilading fire that 
rendered further passage along the road they 
had been mtuching almost impossible. At 
first a slight commotion wa9 perceptible, but 
it betrayed itself by no outbreak. Soon all 
became steady, and the men coolly awaited 
the onslaught. Brown's, Arnold's, nnd Rick- 
ett's batteries played continually upon the foe. 

Every time they opened on us they were 
compelled to withdraw and change the posi- 
tion of their pieces. At length the rebels 
emerged from their cover in the woods, and 
formed in an open space of groend about 1,400 
yards from the Philadelphia brig.»de, which 
Btocd complacently awaiting thtir movements 
on this 6iefe of the railroad track. They had 
cot long to wait; with cne of th»ir peculiar 
yells they sta> ted for Lieutenant McClellan's 
bfttery. Uhl how the red flame started from 
these brass Napoleons— how the shrapnell 
went tearing and crashing through the ad- 
vancing line! But they stayed not— soon 



they reached within 110 yards of the pieces. 
The command was given plainly — it could be 
heard along the entire line. Steady boys — 
reserve yonr fire until you see every man dis- 
tinctly. Then came the exciting order — 
"Now, boys, give it to them." The long ad- 
vancing line quivered — swayed weakly to 
right and left, and then every rebel fled by 
himself. The line now extended from Bris- 
tow to Manassas. For six miles the smoke of 
the conflict could be seen ascendiug into the 
, clear and spacious firmament. Heath's rebel 
brigade was in front of the 1st Brigade, 2d Di- 
vision. They had a battery of six pieces, 
which had given us much annoyance. 

Tho 19th Maine, loth Massachusetts, and 1st 
Minnesota ( barged on tbe double-quick and 
captured five hundred men, the remnant of 
Heath's North Carolinians, and dragged live 
of the fitld pieces away after firing all the 
pmmunition neer their side at those who 
were still retreating. One piece was disabled 
and could Eot be brought vS. Two stand of 
colors were taken ; one was snatched from the 
color-bearer's bands by a lad belonging to the 
#lst Minnesota. Webb s and Rogers' divisions 
did almoft all the fighting, which continued 
until the setting of the sun. We held the &M 
and the enemy's dead and wounded. All tho 
foimer were decently interred and the wound- 
ed carefully attended to. Brigadier-General 
Cook and Col. Thompson, both North Caro- 
linians, are reported slain. The battle Bags 
taken belonged to the 26th and 23th Nor'h 
Carolina regiments. 

This closed an important fight; important 
because U saved our trains, preserved our 
flanks intact, and gave the other corps a.n op- 
portunity of reaching Centreville Heights. 
If the enemy had got there first, it would have 
been a sad thing — a great mortification to 
Ibe Potomac army. We are now in the forti- 
fications of Bull Hun. I fear the rebels will 
disappoint us, after nil, end not dare attack 
ns here. If they- do come over Cub Run, it 
will be a sorrowful time for them till they 
return. All things seemed ready lor a fight 
on Friday, but a drenching rain came up so 
suddenly, and lasted so far into the day, that 
both generals postponed the engagement, i 
forgot to say that we did not have WO men in 
kHied, wounded, and prisoners, in the battle 
of Kettle Run. 

Our cavalry has suffered fearfully in this 
march, because the enemy mounted their in- 
fantry. I should not be surprised if we bad ' 
lost near 1,000 cavalry— ^principally from cap- 
tures. We got our trains through in safety, 
but several times came near losing them. The 
withdrawal was admirably conducted. 



Stalt Dctiks oU "Proprietary Articles." 
The following circular from the office of Inter- 
nal Revenue, embodies r.n important decision 
concerning stamp duties on proprietary arti- 
cles, which now include patent medicines, all 
compositions by secret formula, or held by 
exclusive rights, or under letters patent: 

DECISION CONCERNING STAMP DUTIES ON 
PliOPKIETAliY ARTICLES. 

The stimp duties imposed in the first para- 
graph of (Schedule C, in the act of July 1, 
18G2, having been deemed by ;maay cersous 
to apply only to proprietary medicine.^ it be- 
comet neeesstry to call the attention of 
manufacturers and dealers to the true inter- 
pretation of said schedule. 

In section 03, the subjects of the duty im- 
posed by said schedule are spoken of as pro- 
prietary articles;" in section 107 they are de- 
scribed by the words "drugs, medicines, pre- 
parations, compositions, articles, or things;" 
m tbe proviso to section 10D they are described 
as "medicines, preparations, and composi- 
tions;" in section 110 they are spoken of as 
"articles or commodities." In the first para- 
graph under Schedule C tho articles or com- 
modities made subject to stamp duty are dis- 
tributed into four classes, as follows: 

1st. Any preparation or composition what- 
soever wherein tho person nuking or pre- 
paring the same has, or claimTto-have, any 
private formula cr occult secret or art for the 
making or preparing th* same. 

2d. Any preparation or composition what- 
soever wherein the person making or pre- 
paring the same has, or claims to have, any 
exclusive right or title to the making or pre- 
paring tbe same. 

3d. Any preparation or composition what- 
soever which is prepared, uttered, veuded, or 
exposed for sale-undernny letters patent 

4'h. Any preparation or composition what- 
soever which is h?ld out or recommended to 
the public by the makers, veu lcrs, or proprie- 
tor thereof, as a proprietary medicine, or as^i 
remedy or : pecific for any disease, diisases, 
or affections whatever affecting thehumau or 
animal body. 

The descriptions contained in thwe four 
clauseB embrace four distinct c!a?s;s ofc/ru- 
m idities, and the first thrco are by no means 
to bo treated as a mere limitation upon the 
fourth. The fourth class is limited and qual- 
ified by the proviso in section 107, which rnuut 
be construed as heretofore explained in Decis- 
ion No. 114. The mere fact of the publication 
of a formula in one of the text-books or jour- 
nals specified in that section will not exempt 
a preparation, compounded according to such 
formula, from stamp duty, when the fact of 
such publication is ignored, and the claim to a 
private formula or octmlt secret or ,;rt U d ; 3- 
tinctly set forth upon the labels and wrappers 
accomp&nying the preparation, as is DJraally 
the cose with such preparation? as Godfrey's 
Cordial, Beiton's Bri'ish Oil, Turlington's 
Balsam of Life, Lee's Biliou3 Pills, etc. 

All articles belonging to either of the first 
three classe?, ouch as inks, bla^iaga, C9QM B<& 
thuces, havorim? extracts, polishes, culiar.ry 
preparations, or compositions of uny natura 
whatsoever which purport to have been pre- 
pared under any private formula or occult 
secret or art, or in the making of which the 
maker chains any exclusive right or litis, cr 
which are prepared under any letters patent, 
are as fnlly Bubject to the stamp duty cs thjse 
in the fourth class. 

From and after October 1, 18C3, none of the 
articles named in Schedule C, including per- 
fnnicry, cosmetics, and playing cardj, as well 
as articles in the abuvo described classes, 
whether they nre of forci;m or domestic man- 
ufacture, can be lawfully offered for sale with- 
out having the requisite stamp affixed. By 
the 27th scction.of the act of March 3, 1833, 
any person who shall offer for sale any of the 
artit!t3 named without tho sr.me being duly 
stamped, whether he is the manufacturer or a 
dealer, is subject to all the duties, liabilities, 
•and penalties imposed by the act of July 1, 
1862, for n sale. 

All persons, whether deale.s or manufac- 
turers, are required to affix and duly cancel 
the stamps at once upon all such articles as 
are offered for sale hy "them. Unstamped arti- 
cles in the hands of persons other thau the 
manufacturers, which are merely stored in 
the original packages, and not offered for 
s.-le, will not be liable to confiscation; but all 
goods which are found exposed for sale npon 
their shelves or counters, or which have been 
removed from the original package, are sub- 
ject to forfeiture under the provisions of sec- 
tion 10?. unless the requisite s'amp3 are arlix- 
ed and cancelled.

It is not proposed by this office tj require 
that the penalties of the law shall be enforced 
on account of the 3ale cf unstamped articles 
in the original prtekngo prior to the first day 
of February, 1864, where such sales are made 
to dealers who purchase to sell again; pro- 
vided, that in ail such casc3 the purchaser 
shall be lumished by the seller with the re- 
quisite amount of stamps, which must then 
be affixed and cacceUed as soon as the pack- 
age is opened. The penalties of the law will 
be strictly en f orced for any sales of unstamped 
articles, whether the same are of foreign or 
domestic manufacture, when such sales are 
made on or after the first day of February, 
18fi4. . f 

Every person who offers my such articles 
for sale will be required by the Acsessorof 
h:3 district to tako nnd subscribe, monthly, 
tbe oath No. 31, which, together with the affi- 
davits of manufacturers of proprietary arti- 
cles, should ic filed in the effiee of the collect- 
or, instead of Leing transmitted to this office 
ns heretofore. 

If the manufacturer of proprietary articles, 
or the wholesale denier iu the same, acting in 
good faith, and upon such Iniormation " he 
can obtain, affixes a stamp answering to the 
retail price in the market where he deals, or 
in the vicinity thereof, he will be exempt 
from proceedings for n penalty, even thouih 
in other parts of the country such articles 
may be sold at enhanced prices; but if any 
such articles are subsequently sold at an en- 
hanced price, it will be the duty of the seller 
to affix the additional stamps required. 

When any of the cbovc-described articles 
are sold in bulk, a3 by the gallon or barrel, 
they will be subject to excise tax as a manu- 
facture, either specific or ad valorem, as the 
cose may be, in lieu of the stamp duty; but if 
they arc subsequently offered for sale in a box, 
bottie, or other similar enclosure, the stamps 
will require 10 bo affixed. For instance, ink 
which is claimed as proprietary will be sub- 
ject, when Eold in bulk, to three per cent tax, 
as a manufacture not otherwise provided for. 
Glue which is claimed as proprietary, butsold 
in bulk, in the liquid state, wrTl be subject to 
the specific tax of twenty-five cents per gal- 
lon. &c. 

Wb*n any manufacturer of proprietary ar- 
ticles, who has paid to thl3 office a sum of 
money in lieu of the stamp duties, upon arti 
c!»s manufactured and sold since September 
1, 18G2, without having the requisite stamps 
affixed, shall furnish satisfactory proof to this 
efhee that he bos actually affixed stamps to 
any cf the identical article3 upon which the 
duty has been thus paid heretofore, the 
amount thus affixed will be refunded in 
stamps; provided they are thm affixed on or 
before the first day of January, 1864J 



Headquarters of His Different Corps. 
Interesting News from Charleston. 
Rebels There and its Vicinity 20,000. 
General Lee is Grea.tly Disappointed. 
The President and Negro Ealistment.

Wasuingto.i, Oct. 21. 

Advices from the front are to tbe following 
effect: A large force of Lee's army was be- 
lieved to be at Warrenton on Monday, and 
had formed in battle array and posted their 
artillery to check Meade's forc9. Our troops 
were moving steadily on their columns, being 
so disposed as to prevent surprise. Buford's 
cavalry took the road thron.'h Thoroughfare 
Gap and found no enemy there. 

At one o'clock to-day several of our corps 
were reported marching against the enemy, 
and a battle was considered imminent. 

Our headquarters yester-lay morning were 
in the immediate vicinity of Georgetown and 
Gainsville, which means that our army was 
then considerably in advance of those points, 
but lest night headquarters were in eatirely 
a different position. 

The Richmond Enquirer of the 17th has the 
following: The citizens of Culpepper Eiy 
ihat Meade during the occupation of that 
place issued daily one hundred thousand ra- 
tions. Frjom this it would appear that .Meade 
hts an immense multitude of men, but the 
material is bed ; he has men, but not soldiers — 
fellows who, though pos35ssing much stomach 
for rations, have little for fighting. 

Although it is stated that Gen. Rosecrans 
has been removed for physical disability, it is 
well understood that tho change was based 
purely on military ground3. Tho Star asserts 
that he was incapable of performing duty at 
Chiekamauga because of an affliction of an 
apoplectic character. 

It is whispered about quietly to-night in 
financial circles thnt Secretary Chas^ received 
novices per telegraph, brought over by the last 
steamer tc-day, that bis agents in Earopa have 
effected a loan for this government of j'.o ) - 
000,000.

This produced a mutiny among the officers 
and men, who swore they would not fight 
nnder him. 

The soldiers swaimed the s*.r»et3 and coun- 
try w ithout officers. Not less than 500 desert- 
ed, some determined, as far ns trans-Missis- 
fippi matters were concerned, to bring the war 
to h close- No better means could be adopted 
than^deserting, in which they are very indus- 
trious. It is doubtful if the whole effective 
force left Price exceeds, 2,000 men. .

Our force numbered about 120, under Major 
E&6tman; that of Adams about 200.

wounded. Adams was driven to Port Gib- 
son.

Altogeth- 
er, the commercial prospects of Jamaica are 
very discouraging. The I-'almotilh Po-i lays: 

We have cftrefttUy watched the progress of 
events in Ibis colony for a period of thirty 
jear«, and we now believe that its prospects 
ate mete gloomy than they have ever besn. 
Kvery interest has a downward tendency, and 
it is evident that unless thero be a special in- 
terposition of a merciful Providence all that 
there now is of wealth, intelligence, and so- 
cial and moral position will be numbered 
among the thiDgs that were. 

The Colonial Standard also remark?, in a 
a very dependent tone, as follows: 

The advertisement offering prcpertie) for 
sale or lease on easy terms — tbe dt3'nantliug 
of estates— the stock incident to th?ir wo;k 
ing, amounting to many head, no 
wanted, but advertised to be dispo3ec 
public competition — these are ccrtair 
Indications of prosperity. Sugar ur 
the grand staples of this island, upon 
all other interests mainly depend, 
doomed. 

The Journal of Commerce 3.1} s perlxp3 it 
is merely a coincidence — for on this point au- 
thorities are not agreed — but lbs decline of 
Jamaica dates from the lime that compulsory 
labor in that inland was abandoned. In the 
year 1657 there were substantial flgns of a re- 
vival of industrial interests, so that planters 
invoked the aid of government in obtaiuiug 
eupplies of labor from external sources. All 
kinds cf produce rewarded the agriculturist 
wi:h liberal returns; but in the yoar 1859 there 
commenced a decline in prices, and on the 
breaking cut of the American war, ft blow 
was struck which i3 attended with the pros- 
tration of all departments of industrial enter- 
prise. In every provincial town, and in the 
ruinl villages, the "wail of poverty and dis- 
tress is general." With non-p=.y':Rg crops of 
sugar, mm, and pimento, there is a dimin- 
ished cultivation and a proportional decline 
in experts, exciting apprehensions lest event- 
ually commerce should beccme extinct. 

Nor are these evidences of decline restricted 
to a tingle point "Every day," says the 
Bnrbadoes Globe, "furnishes some fresh proof 
of the agricultural decay which pervado3 tbe 
length and breadth bf the island." Labor is 
alucdant, but without employment; 30 that 
hundreds are emigrating to St. Vincent aud 
other islands, and their departure is consider- 
ed a relief. This is a greet change since the 
period immediately preceding the war in this 
country, when all the Wect India Islands 
seemed to be in the hey-day of prosperity, 
and to need-only immigrants and apprentices 
in sufficient number to furnish unlimited con- 
tributions of the great staplrs of agriculture.

THE ABTlCUOKi;. 
Scottvilli, Ky., Oct. 17, 18G3. 
Knowing something of the wcrth of this 
very valuable esculent, 1 wUh to say some- 
thing to farmers concerning it. I remark, 
then, that my observation is that Autumn is 
as good time as any to plant j', and but little 
outby of Und is requisite. The plan i3 this: 
Procure tbe roots, and, with a common weed- 
ing hoe, plant three or four hills in every 
ftnee corner and around every ttee and stump 
on the plantation; keep stock away from 
these hills one year. The result will b? as fol- 
lows: Farmers will be prepared to keep fat 
hoes, thriving sheep, and, by pickling the 
root like the cucumber, to have an excellent 
article for the table. And more, the hogs, 
by rooting, will keep the fence; corners aud 
around the trees nnd stumps clear of weeds, 
thus saving much labor and time. There will 
also be saved the trouble of planting every 
year; for enough "eyes" and rcotswill always 
be left for each succeeding year, and yet tho 
plant does not spread to the injury of oth'jr 
growtn on the land. I have seen the experi- 
ment tried, and can heartily recommend it.

An envoy of the Sublime Porte, on the point 
of returning to Constantinople, was taking 
leave of the Minister, when a letter wes de- 
livered to the latter. M. Delacroix broke the 
seal and read the contents. It was his dismis- 
■al fiom office. "I am rejoiced," said he, re- 
suming bis conversation with the ambassador, 
"that you have come to day, for to-morrow I 
should not have bid the honor of receiving 
you. I am dismissed." "Allah V exclaimed 
the Turk, who, crossing his arms over his 
breast, and taking his leave with a sorrowful 
rir, quitted the room. About an hour after 
M. Delacroix left his cabinet, and on crossing 
sn ante room was surprised to see the envoy 
quietly seated in tho Eastern fashion, and ap- 
pearing to be in a reverie. Going up to him 
the Minister said, " Have you forgotten to 
mention something to me that you are here ? ' 
"No, but I am waiting." "For what, may I 
ask ?" "For the end," solemnly replied the 
Turk, turning bi3 eye towards Ileaven. 
" Whatend?" "Thearrival of the bowstring 
with which you are to be strangled. I wish 
to know how a Western Vizier can die I" M. 
Delacroix laughed, and so heartily that the 
Turk lost all hope of witnessing the drama he 
was expecting. lie rose up disappointed, say- 
ing, " At Constantinople, when a Vizier is 
dismissed, he is always strangled, so that he 
may not divulge the state secrets. It is an ex- 
cellent precaution, and I am sorry to see that 
it is not adopted in France." 

B»3- The Kentucky Synod of the Presby- 
terian Church, which has been in session for 
several days, closed its session at Frankfort 
on Monday night, and the members all de- 
parted for their homes. Tho attendance, says 
the Commonwealth, was as full as usual, and 
among the number it observed some of the 
mcst distinguished and venerable ministers of 
that Church. The meetings of the Synod 
were characterized by that dignity which 
thould always be seen in the councils of the 
Ministersof God. The only matter whioh oc- 
casioned any sharp discussion wa*, wo are 
glad to learn, settled with satisfaction to all 
parties. 

Tbe stay of the members of the Synod in 
Frankfort was highly acceptable to the citi- 
zens, and they carry to their homes the respect 
and kind wishes of all. 

One thing was worthy of all praise, and that 
is the entire freedom of anything like political 
prtjudice. All seem to be devotrt to the 
Matter's work, and anxious to keep out tha 
disturbing element of politics which has done 
so much mischief to the Church. 



The FmriT at Colliebsvillk.— The late 
battle at Collicrsville, on tbe Memphis and 
Charleston Railroad, in which Chalmers with 
four or five thousand men was defeated and 
driven off by a Federal force, was one of the 
most brilliant engagements of the war. Col. 
D. C. Anthony, of New Albany, was in com- 
mand of tbe fort at Colliersville, holding it 
with the CG:h Indiana and a portion of the 
7th Illinois cnvalry. Clmlmer3 demanded a 
surrender. Col. Anthony replied that he 
(Chalmers) murt fight for it The ball had 
just opened, when a battalion of the 1st regu- 
lars, under command of Captain Charles C. 
Smith, came up. The rebels opoued on the 
train as it approached, but the regulars form- 
ed steadily and charged under the lead of their 
brave Hoosier commander with-great gallan- 
try. The fight lasted three hours, when Chal- 
mers wa3 routed and driven efL.leaving a 
portion of hi3 killed and wounded on the 
field. Capt. John B. Miller, of tbe 13tb reg- 
ulars, long connected with tbe mustering de- 
partment in this city, was with his regiment 
in the fight. ' 

Winding Up OI thk Rebel Raii> in the 
Southwest. — The St. Louis Union of yester- 
day learns, from late despatches received at 
General SchoGeld's headquarters, that Shel- 
by's and Coffee's fores, reduced to about GOO 
men, were being pursued by General McNeil, 
who, when lost heard from, was at Sarcoxie, 
in Jasper county. The rebels had lost all 
their artillery, and Jo. Shelby admitted a loss 
of 400 men in killed, wounded, and prison- 
ers, up to the time of crossing the Osage on 
bis retreat. 

A despatch dated Mount Vernon, Lawrence 
county, October 18th, states that a fight was 
going on between a small rebel force and a 
detachment of Federals nnder Major Hart. 
The fight was near Mount Vernon, and Major 
Hart bad sent back for reinforcements. 



SsST The Lexington Observer slates that 
Captain Latshaw, the Post Quartermaster, 
whose trial took place there by a court-mar- 
tial several weeks since, has been fiued $60,- 
000 and sentenced to three years' imprison- 
ment for defrauding the Government. Lat- 
shaw is a Canadian by birth, and enlisted in 
the 11th Illinois cavalry, from Fulton county, 
in that State. He acted.as battalion Quarter- 
master in the 11th until that office was abol- 
ished, when be ^received the appointment of 
Post Quartermaster at Lexington. Attention 
was first called to hi3 peculations by the heavy 
amount of his deposits in banks in Cincinnati. 
Some say they reached as high as $00,000. 
Whatever the amount may have been, the 
Government has it tafely in its ptssession. 

S£3~ The Chateau of Miramar, where the 
Archduke Maximilian resides,,is situated about 
three miles from Trieste, on a promontory 
running out into the sea. Tbe prince has 
there formed magnificent collDctiocs of ob- 
jects 6f natural history, which he either pro- 
cured during his different voyages or which 
have been brought or sent to him by officers 
of the Austrian Naiy. The prince is inti- 
mately acquainted with the Spanish, and, like 
his biother the Emperor of Austria, speaks 
seven languages. The park of Miramar is the 
principal promenade of the inhabitants of 
Trieste, and on Sundays and fete days they 
flock thither in crowds. Tbe apartments, the 
picture galleries, and the collections of natural 
history are kindly thrown upon to visitors. 

Tobacco is Martin Cocntt, Ind. — One of 
the oldest and mo3t cxperieu:ed tobacco- 
planters in Martin county, Ind., which is con- 
sidered the largest tobacco-growiog county o" 
that Stale, has given us what we deem a re- 
liable statement of Jim damage, sustained by 
the crop in his section by the late frosts. He 
says that a more premising crop up to the 
20th of August was never grown in that 
county. Nearly every farmer had more or 
less planted. But tho frosts of August and 
September cut it down at leas' onc-balf. This, 
our informant says, is about tho substance of 
the new3 he has received of the tobacco crop 
iu Owen, Sullivan, Daviess, nnd other Indiana 
counties.

ormously within the past six weeks, with a 
! decidedly upward tendency. There i3 a per- 
fect stream of people rushing in from all 
quarters. 

The Streets Paved irith Silver — It is abso- 
I lutely no mere "figure of speech" to state that 
tbe streets of Virginia ore paved with silver, 
I for it is a literal fact that they are. Thou- 
! sands of tons of rock, which iu other coun- 
tries would pay well to extract the silver from, 
1 are here used to level and macadarnizo the 
: Breati. We saw only yesterday quite a niim- 
btr of men employed screening the refuse 
rock licm tho Spu nish claim, the finer portions 
of which are wprked by some of the mills, 
but that which will not mrss through the 
screens is carried on to the ronds. We picked 
up some pieces of this retu ;e rock that iu any 
other locality would havo been considered 
rich. Anothersource from whence the streets 
cf Virginia derive considerable quantities of 
silver is the hundreds of teams that are con- 
stantly passing through them laden with the 
rich rock they carry to tho mills on Gold 
Canon and other places. This rock, often 
much decomposed, is the larger portion of it 
carried loose in these wagons, and at every 
yard they travel they dron somo portion of 
their lc.aar — fvgfmk (N. T.) Bulletin. 

Sulphur Discovery in Nevada Territory.— 
The \ irginia City Bulletin says that a large 
field of sulphur has been discovered in Fassea 
Meauc-.vs, at the foot of Humboldt Canon. 
lAa far as it is now traced, it covers somo sixty 
teres, and is from one to three feet thick. The 
top is composed of a peculiat kind of crust. 
The company own one hundred and sixty acres 
of what is supposed to be all sulphur. Three 
of it belong to parties in Carson City and one- 
fpurlh to parties in Humboldt City. The acid 
matu'ftctories which are starling in this Ter- 
ritory intend using this sulphur. 

Fish from the Gulf cf Tarlary. — The brig 
Timandra, Capt Turner, arrived yesterday 
front Pttrcpr.uloutki, where she touched on 
her way hither from a trading voyage along 
the Asiatic-Russian and Japanese coasts.

[Correspondence of the Alta California.] 

Los Angeles, Sept. 17, 1863. 
Tbe appearance of Lis Angeles during the 
past few days must vividly remind old settlers 
cf the palmy days of gold excitement, rush 
of travel, end high old times generally, of 
'"40." Probably not les3 than two hundred 
people have left here within the post five days 
lor the Colorado couutry and the gold mines 
of Arizona, and they are still leaving every 
hour. 

As yet, there is positively next to nothing 
known here about the extent aud richness of 
the new places on the tributaries of the Gila, 
in Arjxonia, towards which such numbers are 
lushing. 1 have notseen an ounce of the gold 
yet, uilhctigh a little has undoubtedly arrived, 
and a considerable amount has unquestiona- 
bly been taken out. By a recent letter from 
Lc I ..". I learn that no considerable quantity 
has arrived there yet. I saw a maa from the 
placers direct to.day, who3e statements appear 
to be trustworthy, and as he is going immedi- 
ately back, he evidently has faith in the mines. 
He locates them (as I think correctly) at the 
intersection of ihe H4th parallel of latitude 
north and 40 of longitude west, as marked on 
our maps; somewhat this side of any stream 
located on any map I bave ever 6cen. He says 
be made $7 per day with a born und pan, and 
saw others make $18 to $80 with a rocker. 
He describes the diggings as much like those 
at Pike's Peak. 

At present mcst of the travel goes by way 
of Olive City and La Paz, although a consid- 
erable number of people arc toking the longer 
route via i'ort Mojave, on which there is said 
to be more \ ras?. 

Whether the new places turn out what is 
expected cr not, there is abundance of work to 
be cone in Lower California and Arizona, and 
little chance for tbe labor market to be over- 
stocked. Most of tbe gold seekers are of the 
hnid-workinr; tort, nnd many will go to work 
at El Dorado Canon and in the La Paz, Weav- 
er, a^d other districts below, where labor is 
greatly wanted to develop undoubtedly rich 
mines, this winter, if the placers do not pay. 
The Soledad and other^districtsjnearcr at hand 
will a'-o furnish work for a large number dur- 
ing the season mcst inclement and unprofita- 
ble in the noithem minc3.

fa?" The despatches of last evening mention 
an interview between the President and a 
committee of wealthy slaveholders from Mary- 
land, in which the President is represented as 
saying, in reply to a protest of the committee 
against the sending of negro soldiers to enlist 
slaves upon the plantations of Maryland, that 
"white soldiers" might be sent to enlist the 
■laves, bnt, so far as the enlistment itself is 
concerned, the "Government must have all thj 
slaves in Maryland and the Border States for 
military purposes." We have reason to be- 
lieve that this statement is untrue. It cannot 
be true. We are assured, however, that Gov- 
ernor Bramlette has taken the proper steps to 
ascertain authoritatively the exact truth of 
the matter as respects Kentucky at least. The 
loyal men of Kentucky may rest confident 
that tlie honor and safety of the Common- 
wealth are in the hands of an Kxecutive who 
will fail in no legitimate meaae of protecting 
to'.h the one and the other. 

The message which the President sent to 
General Meade last Saturday deserves to be 
recorded as part of the history of the cam- 
laign now drawing to a close. Mr. Lincoln 
told Gen. Meade he must find and fight the 
enemy at once; that if he won a victory he 
should have all the glory, but if defeated he 
himself rould, as Commander-in-Chief, as- 
sume the responsibility. 

This is from a Washington despatch of the 
21st, published by us yesterday. If true, it is, 
we think, exceedingly discreditable to the 
President. He knows nothing about military 
affairs. He was not elected on account of any 
supposed knowledge of such affairs. Proba- 
bly there was not an intelligent man in the 
United States more ignorant of them at that 
.time, and he has bad no opportunity of learn- 
ing anything of them since except by talking 
and receiving military letters and despatches 
in the White House and riding out to look 
occasionally for an hour or io at a dress 
parade. His power, so freely exercised, 
to put up and put down Generals 
doesn't make bim a General. Prob- 
ably he couldn't carry a regiment or a 
company or even a squad of militia through 
the most ordinary manu-uvres to save his 
life. Hence, if he has told Gen. Meade per- 
emptorily that he must find and fight Lee at 
ence, he is guilty of an act of monstrous pre- 
Bumption, audacity, and insanity. He know3 
literally nothing as to Lee's position, and, 
if he knew what it is to-day, he couldn't 
know what it will probably be to-morrow 
or the next day. He indicates his ignorance 
upon Ibis subject by telling Meade that he 
must "find" Lec — that he must look for hint, 
search for him, scour the country for him. 

The time of giving battle should of course 
be left to the General in the tield and the mil- 
itary advisers immediately around him. If 
he has shown himself incompetent, another 
Bhould be promptly appointed in his place, but 
let no General in the field and in the vicinity 
of the enemy be controlled by a> no-Genera', 
a hundred miles off es to the time of battle. 
When Meade "finds" the rebel army, he may 
find it strengthened by powerful reinforce- 
ments and occupying a well-fortiiied and most 
, formidable position, but, according to the 
despatches, he must attack it at once, be the 
hazards what they may. It ceems the Presi- 
dent said to Meade, that, in the event of his 
attacking according to orders and being de- 
feated, he himself would, as Commander- 
in-Chief, assume the -responsibility. But 
Meade has no tight to make an at- 
tack if his whole judgment disapproves 
it simply btcau30 the President i3 willing to 
bear the blame of defeat. In such a case, he 
should either resign or disobey orders and de- 
fy the rnnseauencea. The President may talk 
very iicldly about taking responsibility, but 
if, in consequence of his official orders, the 
Army of the Potomac were terribly defeated, 
Washington, Baltimore, and Philadelphia 
captured, and Maryland and Pennsylvania 
overrun, dffpoiled, and desolated by the hun- 
gry and vengeful rebel hosts, he would prob- 
ably find his "responsibility'' as Cain f>und 
bis punishment, greater than he could bear. 

We should not be disposed psrhaps to at- 
tach any great importance to the reported 
instructions of the President to Gen. Meade, 
if he had not, afli>r the gallant Bumside's re- 
pulse ut Fredericksburg, publicly assumed the 
wholo "responsibility" of that attack, thus 
showing that it was made under hia direct 
crdeu. The fact is, the interference of law- 
yers in high office at Washington with the 
movements of our old, educated, and able 
Generals all over the country, has been one 
of the greatest curses ot the Union cause 
throughout the war. 



LiBiSON Bkancu Extension. — We have re- 
ceived many important suggestions in refer- 
ence to the extension of the Lebanon branch 
ot the Nashville railroad so as to secure to our 
city a constant supply of fuel and the trade 
Of the mountain regions of our State and East 
Tennessee. Wo are informed that some year3 
since Col. William McKee made a survey of 
the country through Lincoln and Rockcastle 
counties on the way to CumbeHaQd Gap for 
the location of a railroad. In this he marked 
two routes through Rockcastle county ; start- 
ing at Crab Orchard, he ran up Dick's River 
ani* .Negro Creek, crossing over upon the 
waters of Sltegg's Creek, then surveying down 
its east and west forks to where they con- 
verge into the main Btream, and thence to 
Rockcastle river. > By taking the survey down 
the east fork of Skegg's Creek, the road will 
run within one and a half mile o. Mount Ver- 
non, thirteen miles beyond Crab Orchard, and 
two miles beyond Mount Vernon the coal 
mines set in, and all along the Muffs of the 
creek there are as fine coal banks a3 can be 
found in the United States, containing ex- 
haustless quantities, the veins being from three 
to three and a half feet in thickness, the 
coal of very fine quality and perfectly suscep- 
tible of bcieg mined advantageously. Many 
of the carboniferous measures of that region 
have never been opened or worked from the 
fact that there was no market available for 
the produce. Along tho Rockcastle river, 
some fourteen miles belcw Mount Vernon, the 
veins IM tour and five feet thick. It will be 
Seen then that upon the completion of the 
road to that section, the attention of miners 
Kill be immediately invited, where they can 
rent tanks at very reasonable rates, and, bv 
making Louisville a coal depot, any demand 
• for fuel can be supplied. We arc not prepared 
to make any estimate of the comparative cost 
of transporting coal from the interior of our 
State by rail, or from -Pittsburg by water, 
though we aro aware that there is a groat ad- 
vantage in fr.vor of r!ver communication gen- 
erally. But we must be made independent of 
any recurrence of our present condition, 
when the fear is that in a few days 
we cannot get coal at any price, while 
•winter is rapidly upproaching. 

The importance of the extension of the 
Lebanon branch in this single particular cau- 
not be overestimated. But in addition to the 
coal supply, it will place us in communication 
with one oi the finest timbered countries in the 
world, producing oak, pine, poplar, lind, wal- 
nut, cherry, ash, Ac, which will be made into 
lumber in quantities sufficient to supply any de- 
mand. Indeed, it will open up a new conntry to 
all kinds of labor and trade. No road that could 
be built or projected would be of the same 
imiortance md value to the State as the one 
proposed, and it is imperatively demanded by 
the necessities of the Government forthe trans- 
portation of munitions of war into Bast Ten- 
nessee. It Eeen>3 therefore impossible that 
anything can impede its immediate construc- 
tion. 



Our neighbor thinks that Vallandig- | 
bam was not beaten on account of his anti- 
war record. He expresses the opinion that 
the late election* in Pennsylvania and Ohio 
give evidence that the majority of those States 
support the Administration in its conduct of 
the war. 

We do not concur in this view, and even 
the leading Republicans thctnsjlves do not 
concur in it, although they might naturally 
be supposed to feel an especial interest in hav- 
ing it accepted as true. The New York Tri- 
bune, the most notorious Republican or abo- 
lition journal in the United States, says, in 
relation to the meaning of the elections in the 
two great States named, that, "for once, a 
very general concord is evinced by the leading 
journals of the loynl States as to the moral 
and the meaning of the popular verdict em- 
bodied in the results." The Tribune statep, 
that, in the first place, "those results do not 
constitute a Republican triumph." It states, 
that, in the second place, "they do not pro- 
claim that those who united to produce them 
are abolitionists 1n the primary sense of the 
term." It states, that, in the third place, 
"they were not an endorsement of what are 
I called arbitrary arrests." It states, that, in 
I the fourth place; "they were not a general en- 
I dorsement of the Federal Administration." 
It might with truth go much further in its 
sayings, forthe results in question certainly 
| showed nothing more than that the people 
are resolutely opposed to permittlag the re- 
I bellion to succeed and the glorious Union to be 
severed. 

We very seldom agree with the New York 
| Tribune, and rarely if ever copy anything 
I from it, but the close of its article upon what 
| the majorities in Ohio and Pennsylvania 
meant is worth republishing for the confes- 
sion if not for the truth it contains. That pa- 
per, after saying what they did not mean, 
adds: 

But they did mean to say most emphatica!- 
ly to their fellow-citizens, to their Govern- 
ment, to the Government, and "the rest of 
mankind" — "Tins atrocious RuauvUM must 

m Pt"T DOWN AND THE UNITY OF THE KKrl'B- 
LIC RESTORED AMD MAINTAINED." The result 

of the October elections means just that and 
the whole of it. The loyal millions deplore 
the wanton wickedness, the criminal madness 
which has plunged the country into desola- 
tion and mourning. They want peace quite 
as much as those who "cry peace where there 
is no peace." Tbey take no pleasure in fight- 
ing; they do not liie to be conscripted, nor 
taxed, nor to see the fruits of their children's 
industry taxed to pay ibe cost of this terrible 
war. But they have looked the ground care- 
fully over; they have counted thu cost; and 
they have hilly resolved that they will sweat 
blood and gold for the next dozeu years rath- 
er than submit to the partition ot their coun- 
try at the beck of loul conspiracy and rod- 
banded treason. We appeal then to the 
friends of the South among us to let the truth 
be known among those who still cling 
to the desperate fortunes of the rebellion. 
The South has persevered in this struggle, 
buoyed up by the vain hop9 of North- 
ern revolution or European interven- 
tion, until her soil is a grave-yard and two- 
thirds of her families in mourning. She his 
hoped to tire out or wear out the resolution of 
the North. That hope is a delusion. We are 
bled; weare taxed; we have mortgaged our 
property to the extent of a full tenth of its 
value; we want peace, but not a sham peace 
— not a peace that leaves us three thousand 
miles of zig-zag hostile boundary on the South 
—a boundary which enables a foreign power 
tc cut us completely in two by a march of 
three or four days across our border. With 
Canada in the hands of Great Britain, is there 
a sane man on eurth who imagines that we 
could allow Wheeling to pass into the posses- 
sion of another power, which would probably 
be Great Britain's ally in the next great war 
made upon us? IftheSouthhasasinglefriend 
among us who enjoys her confidence, he will 
now warn her that disunion will aever be 
submitted to by the loyal States, and urge her 
to turn her thoughts to speedy peace on the 
basis of reunicn. 

These remarks arc generally just, though 
they would become almost any other journal 
better than the Tribune. Nevertheless it cannot 
be justly denied, that,whi'e the results in. Ohio 
and Pennsylvania could not have been produc- 
ed witboutthe vote of a very great number of 
conservatives who do not and never can en- 
dorse the radical acts of the Administration, a 
large proportion of the voters were radicals of 
the most thorough kind. The conservatives 
made choice between what they considered two 
very great evils. In our view the late result 
should be a lesson to the Democrats every- 
where. It should teach them, that, if they 
would win success in future elections, they 
must not only oppose the radical measures of 
the Administration but set up a war platform 
and place and rupport their candidates square- 
ly, upon it in the eyes of all the nation. 

If the Democrats of O'aio nnd Peansylva- 
r.ia had taken a; their candidates men stand- 
ing conspicuously and proudly upon the Border 
State platform, and l:ad unmistakably and 
zealously supported them thereon, we 
have no doubt that they would have 
achieved a success alike signal and glorious. 

8§?*We arc glad that Lieat. Colonel Irvine, 
who, after being imprisoned several months 
at Richmond, was recently exchanged fcr 
John Morgan's Chief of E'.r.ff, i3 called on by 
the Federal Government to make a regular 
report in regard to the general treatment of 
prisoners at the rebel capital so far a3 he wa3 
a witness of it If he state in hi3 report what 
he is said to have stated in his conversations, 
the Gcvernment'will assuredly be under the ne- 
cc-seity of taking strong and immediate action 
upon the subject. To think, while carrying 
on this great war, of submitting to such treat- 
ment of our poor fellows captured by the reb- 
els as Lieut. Col. Irvine, according to des- 
patches end letters, claims to have seen and 
experienced at Richmond, would be weakness, 
folly, and crime. 

Of course we do not expect that Federal 
prisoners in the South will be treated in all 
respect: so well as rebel prisoners are in the 
United States. For instance, we do not expect 
them to be so w ell fed, for the rebels, even if 
they enxiously desired it, could not feed them 
so well or half so well. But we nave a right 
to expect and to demand, that,as the rebel offi- 
cers and soldiers in Federal prisons receive ra- 
tions exactly similar to those drawn by our 
own men in the service, the Federal prisoners 
in the South shall receive the same rations 
as the men in the rebel service. And we have 
a right to expect and to demand also that they 
shall be well sheltered and have ample room, 
for the rebels, even in their present deplorable 
condition, must be supposed to have tne abili- 
ty to furnish these means of comfort. Rut if 
they cannot do it — if they must of necessity 
starve and sicken their prisoners upon % mis- 
erable insufficiency of disgusting food— if 
they must rtrip them of their clothes and 
either compel them to spend day and night 
half naked, without shelter, e tposed to rain 
and cold, or pack them together in misera- 
ble little rooms like pork in a barrel or sar- 
dines in tin boxe: — then let them either give 
up the war or parole their prisoners to the 
' United States as fast as they take them. No 
people have a right to carry on war longer 
than they can carry it on upon piinciples that 
will not shock and disgust human nature. 

t@~The result of the election in Iowa forma 
no exception to the rule which accounts for 
the result of the elections elsewhere, 
though the result in Iowa is partly account- 
ed for by the fact that the Republicans carried 
the State last year also, wherea3 the conser- 
vatives carried both Ohio and Pennsylvania 
last year. As for the rest, the Democracy of 
Iowa not only shared in the general burden 
imposed upon the party by the peace faction, 
tnt suffered the augmentation of that share 
in consequence of a local peace faction whose 
leaders were at once extremely noisy and ex- 
tremely odious. The canvass ou the part of 
the Democracy was indeed conducted mainly 
under the auspices of these very leaders.

The Buffalo Courier, noticing the re- 
sult of the election in Ohio, says: "We had 
expected it, and there is a sense in which it 
may be said that the defeat was deserved. It 
comes cf the fact that in the nomination of 
Vallandigham the Ohio Democracy allowed 
itself to be out-manoeuvred by the Adminis- 
tration. The unjustifiable outrage involved 
in Mr. Vallandigham's arre3t and exile was 
expressly designed by its perpetrators to ele- 
vate to improper prominence a man who wa3 
obnoxious to a large proportion of the con- 
servative party in Ohio.

Important Arrest of a Spy. — During last 
summer, a man named Sterling King was 
arrested at Cincinnati and sentenced to six 
months' labor on the fortifications for a griev- 
ous offence in the military service, for which 
he was convicted and sentenced. Beforo the 
sentence was put into execution, from cortain 
disclosures which were developed, King was 
retained in prison as a spy. 

The evidence against him, the Knquirer 
soy?, accumulated, and it became positively 
cetain that the authorities had iu custody a 
dangerous person, one who had for a series of 
months prowled around the camp3 and all the 
military stations and headquarters at Cincin- 
nati and elsewhere. About five weeks since, 
by the aid of a rope, King and Col. Pattin, a 
Confederate officer, made their escape from 
McLean Barracks, in Cincinnati, by descend- 
ing from an upper- story window. The escape 
was regarded a3 a misfortune, and immediate 
steps were taken to recapture tbe pair. On 
Saturday, Colonel Pattin was captured in the 
interior of Kentucky, and taken back to Cin- 
cinnati and lodged in prison. 

On Monday, the Marshal was informed that 
King was seen riding down Central Avenue 
with a lady in a buggy. Believing that King 
was still in Cincinnati, Reaney procured from 
Porter one of King's photographic xarte de 
visitet, and had a dozen copies immediately 
taken. Theso were placed in the hands of his 
officers throughout the city and a c!o3e watch 
was kept up day and night for King. 
Wednesday evening two of the detectives dis- 
covered their game walking down Vine street, 
near Seventh, attentively reading a newspa- 
per. One of the detectives advanced and sa- 
luted the well-dressed gentleman with, "How 
do you do, Mr. King?" 

King— "Sir, you are mistaken; that is not 
my name." 

Detective — (Producing one of the photo- 
graph cards.) "Then this picture of you pre- 
sents a very striking similarity with your 
looks." 

King started back, and, discovering that he 
was caught, accompanied the officers to Mar- 
sha^Reant y's office, when he was searched 
and found to have in his possession a pair of 
handsome pistols, considerable Confederate 
money, and an English passport, under an as- 
sumed name. Other papers were found on 
him, the nature of which it would be improper 
at this time to make known to the public. 
They will undoubtedly prove valuable to the 
Government. 

The prisoner was taken before Generals 
Cox and McLean, and refused to givj i,ny 
satisfactory account of himself. He was then 
taken to McLean Barracks and put in Irene* 
This is one of the most important arrests that 
has been made in Cincinnati for some time.

Nashville, Oct. 22. 
The command from Columbia attacked the 
guerillas yesterday, killing a numberand Uk- 
ing 13 prisoners. Capt. Bunch, with GO men, 
attacked 200 of Hawkins's rebels, killing 9, 
wounding a number, aud taking 12 prisoners. 
Hawkins, with -100 men, in the afternoon, at- 
tacked Capt. Bunch at Kinston Springs and 
was repulsed. 

Washington, Oet. 22. 

Accounts from the Army of the Potomac, 
received to-night, say that it has been ascer- 
tained tbat« line of the rebel infantry was 
engaged with Gen. Kilpatrick's cavalry near 
Buckland Mills on Monday evening. A brig- 
ade of rebel sharpshooters dismounted aud 
partially drove our c ivalry into the belief that 
they were attacked by infantry. 

General Lee's army, with tho exception of 
General Stuart's cavalry, crossed the itippi- 
hannock on Monday at Rappahannock .Sta- 
tion. General Stuart fell back from the river 
on Tuesday, not stopping in Warrentoo, 
through which he passed, although he admit- 
ted that his men had not enjoyed a meal for 
twenty-four hours. 

The officers of Gen. Lee's army stated that 
their rapid retreat was caused by being short 
of provisions. The bridges over the Rapid 
Ann had been carried away by the rise in the 
river caused by the storm of Thursday night, 
and Gen. Lee had a pontoon bridge, over 
which he crossed hi3 army to the south side 
of the river. It is believed that there is now 
no considerable force north of the KapidAnn, 
unless it be portions of Stuart's cavalry, with 
hi3 artillery. It was currently rumored by 
the rebel officers that Gen. Lee, having driven 
Gen. Meade toward Washington and destroyed 
a portion of the Orange and Alexandria rail- 
road, that either Gen. Hill's or Gen. Ewell's 
corps would now be immediately despatched 
to the assistance cf Gen. Bragg. This report 
is strengthened by picviott3 rumors that one 
of these cor,,3 was about to start there before 
tbe lnte movement began. 

The rebel papers say that General Lee cap- 
tured ten thousand of our troops, a full battery, 
and a laige number of wagons in his last 
campaign. It is sufficient to remark in an- 
swer that the ofQtial reports contradict this 
statement. 

The Warronton Railroad has not be:n dis- 
turbed by the enemy. We now hold the 
country east of the Rsppahannock. There are 
ro signs cf a battle. 

Colonel Fairciiild, of tbe 2d Wisconsin vol- 
uuteeis, has been promoted by tho President 
to rank as a Brigadier-Genera!, for meritori- 
ous conduct at the battle of Gettysburg, which 
he will, however, resign, h« having acccp'.el 
the nomination by the Union men of -Wiscon- 
sin as Secretary of State. 

The New York Daily News published an 
extra this evening, E' T1C K a statement of 
another raid upon Charaber3burg, Pa., by tha 
rlebtls. Inquiries by telegraph provo the 
statement to Lc- a very expensive canard.

The Memphis Argus has Little Rock new3 
to tbe 11th inst. Ail is quiet there. Oaths 
24th ult., Kirby Smith visited the rebel army 
nl Arkf>rielphi<>, and finding Price's forces de- 
moralized, relieved him from command, and 
placed Gen. Holmi'S in his stead. Holmes's 
men harbored feelings of hatred toward him 
einr-c the battlo of Helena, consequently, the 
placing of Holmes over Price produced a muti- 
ny, and both officers and men refused to snb- 
niit to tho change.
